No, 7-PO(26)/66. — The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Mormugao for 
the year 1965-66. The noteworthy features of the Report 
are reviewed below : — 

( 1 ) Financial Position : 

The total revenue of the Port of Mormugao during the 
year under review was Rs. 181,29 lakhs (including the re- 
ceipts from Pilotage) as against Rs. 145.75 lakhs during 
1964-65. The increase was due to the increased traffic, 
particularly in the expoic of Iron Otc. 

The expenditure during 1965-66 was Rs. 160.36 lakhs as 
against Rs. 73.94 lakhs in 1964-65. The increase In expen- 
diture was mainly due to the payment of about Rs. 7 lakhs 
on account of arrears of pay and allowances with retrospec- 
tive effect consequent on the integration of the pay scales of 
pre-liberation employees with the current pattern. Imple- 
mentation of the interim award of the Wage Board, General 
increase of about Rs. 5 lakhs in expenditure under Civil 
Engineering. Mechanical Engineering and Tarifflc (Wharf) 
Departments and a contribution of Rs. 72 lakhs into the 
newly created Depreciation Fund with effect from 1st April. 
1962. 

(2) Traffic . 

The volume of traffic handled during the year under re- 
view was the highest so far recorded at the port of any 
financial year. The total tonnage of cargo handled at the port 
during the year was 7,860.102 tonnes against 6,619,708 
tonnes during the previous year. The break-up of the traffic 
figures is as under :

No FL-30(112)/64. — In order to cater effectively to the 
growing needs of the country’s developing economy, where 
Roads play a vital role, it is essential to ensure their integrated 
and coordinated development. During recent years, a num 
ber of new concepts have assumed importance in the field ot 
road planning such as the adoption of cost-benefit approach 
to large road projects, assigning a specific place to rural roads 
m the scheme of road development with a view specially to 
-nore rapid progress in agriculture, development of urban 
roads in metropolitan areas, provision of inter-State links 
between neighbouring States, coordinated development ot 
different modes ol transport, etc All these matteis call l'oi 
>n mtegrited and systematic planning bo’h at the Centic and 
tn the States 

At their fourth meeting held m 1964, the Transport Deve 
lopment Council also stressed the need and urgency of pro- 
viding at the Centre and in the States high powered technical 
advisory bodies for assisting the Governments concerned in 
the preparation of an integrated road plan for the country 
and for different States and regions The Committee on ’ 
Transport Policy and Coordination have also supported this 
recommendation and urged upon the Central and State 
Governments to take immediate steps to create the proposed 
technical advisory bodies 

Following these recommendations, Road Planning Boards 
or other appropriate advisory bodies have already been set 
up in most of the States. The Government of India have 
■dso decided to set up a Committee to be designated the 
Central Advisory Committee on Road Planning, which will 
include representatives both from Central Ministries and 
from States
